Apphcant elects Species I of Figs. 2-6 without traverse. It is believed that at least the 
following claims read on this species: Claims 1-5, 10-12, 15-17, 20-28, 30-38 and 40-46. 

Furthemioie, in order to simplify this application, Apphcant has cancelled Claims 6-9, 
13, 14, 1 8 and 19, without prejudice. A minor amendment was made to correct a typographical 
error in Claim 33. 

Applicant also has made amendments to the spedfication to update the status of a 
referenced application that has since issued as a patent and to correct a minor typogr^hical 
error. No new matter is being introduced through these amendments. 
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
